Q. Underftanding by one of your Anfwers, that you 
hold with Modern Aftronomers, that the Sun remains 
fixe, and that the different Seafons of the Tear, are pro- 
duced by the annual fhotion of the Barth, I defre you 
(in one of your Papers) to give a brief definition of 
it’s performance. For to me, the Opinion of the more 
ancient Aftroncmers, that afcribe only a diurnal motion 
to the Earth, and the Rodaical to the Sun, appears 
much more plain and demonftrable.

Or, to explain my Meaning better, why do thofe Peo- 
ple that live under tbe Poles always fee the fame Stars 
in their Zensth: And thofe under the Equinoétial Line, 
frill find themfelves precifely unter that Circle, as well 
when the Sunis in Cancer or Capricorn, asin Aries 
or Libra; which feemeth to cvince, that the Earth 
hath no other Motion than that upon it’s Axis. 

A. Sir, We wonder, that you fhou'd think che 
New Copernican Syftem of the Barth's Annual 
Motion lefs Intelligible than the old Prolemaick 
Syftemn, which contains {uch manifold Unimagin- 
able Chimera’s : Namely, thofe of folid Spheres, 
Epicycies, Stations and Retrogauions of the Planets. 
As tor the Seafons of the Year, we own, that They 
wou'd be Inconfiftent with rhe Annual Motion of 
the Karch, were it not for the Third Motion, or 
Motori of Inclination or Declination, which we 
have explain d in our Quarterly Paper. Tho’ indeed 
the Morion of Inclination is not{o properly a Third 

or Difttinck Monon from the Second or Annual 
one, 23 a Peculiar Modification of it. But as thar 
peculiar Modification continually deflects the Axis 


ef the Earth from a Paralleli{m with the Axis of. 


the Kquaror, it occafions the fame Variety of Sea- 
fons, as the Annual Motion of the-Sun wou’d do, 
As for what you alledg of thofe, who always 
fee the (ame Stars at their Zenith, we may conii- 
der, that the whole Plane of the Circle, which the 
Earth Annually de{cmbes, is fo Inconfiderable in 
refpect co the Vaftiy Diftant Sphere of the Fixe 
Scars, that if itbe fupposd Conunued Thither, it 
will appear no other than a Point. And if fo, it can 
make no Senfible Difference with regard to the 
feeming Zenith or other Pofition of the Stars. And 
the fame notion accounts for your other Inftances, 
which are of the fame Nature with the preceeding 
one. |
